• PROFESSOR George Koehl 
and vice-presidents of campus or* 
gdnisations last week agreed that 
cheating at the University is not 
prevalent. 

Professor Koehl, chairman of the 
€<Mnmitee on Academic Dishonesty, 
spoke to the vice-presidenta last 
Tuesday at Columbian House. 

He asked students to curb dhe 
gossip about cheating ^whlch pre- 
vails on campus. 'The committee 
wants facts and actual Instances 
concerning cheating practices," Pro- 
foaaor Koehl stated. “Many of the 
reparts of University cheating are 
not founded on facts. This has 
been brought out by investigations 
conducted by the committee. 

“Cheating cases reported to the 
deans during the last examination 
period were considerably fewer 
than those reported during the 
same period last year,'^ Professor 
Koehl explained. 

Some vice-presidents who have 
attandtil other schools expressed 
tho belief that there is lets cheat- 
ing . bfi» than at similar urban 
unlveVsi^les. 

Several plans for curbing cheat- 
ing were alec discussed. PrMessor 
IJMhrtoltf the group that the hir^ 
Ittl'orinore prbetors would not be 
pMflUMe. He also explained that 
If wai hot pdltlble to hold exams

Uea here for the low Schqiaatic averages of. ptedimi 
during the past tarm. "ttm admlnlstratian'a alarm 
•mow well founded, Fratomitles lost as many as SO 
percent of their pledgee on the sd^olastlc count, all 
athee reasons cadaded. 

Scliolastlc requlretnenta for fratcralttee here are 
asrtalnly not so high above the all-mcn’a average that 
it Is unduly difficult for the average student to make 
the grade. Despite the fact that tabulations of the 
Natl(^nal Interfratertiity Conference show that our 
/ iraternltles rank tenth scholastically in the nation, 
the tiend here has been lor fraternity men to follow 
the general scholastic average of all men students in 
the University. 

Scholastic requirements for fraternity initiation are 
a new University policy , this year. The step should in 
the long run send the fraternity scholastic average 
Jhtgher than it has been. The step is in line with a 
general trend throughout the country. Fraternltiee 
are becoming more aware of the fact that they can 
best justify their existence by proving tlut they can 
at least hold their own scholastically, if not top the 
acholastlo totem-pole. In the past year, national 
fraternity conventions have in some cases raised their 
echoiastic requirements for Initiation to the neighbor^- 
lu>od of minimum requirements already held by their 
•Wn cfaa|>ters on this campus. 

Scholarship is not out of mind, however much frat- 
ernity men carry on with rurti (>artlec that might tug- soholasticaUy, but they would also be aware of the 
test they never study. No one is more concerned over fraternity’s interest in their grades. It would be a 
Hw great number ot (dedgea with poor gradee than the matter of incentive. . 
fraternitlea themaelves.

The letter that appeared In the last issue of The Hatchet 
will serve, we hope, to call the attention of the s^dent 
body to the plight of the Georg* Washington University 
Band. 

The University Band has always been comprised of a vol- 
unteer group of students wito are interested in playing band 
Bsaaic, and who want to help furnish pubUdty for ICie 
scitooL The Band will continue to be so until the University 
sees fit to designate It otherwise. The “trouble” with the 
Band does not lie within Its membership, which is one of 
the meet loyal groups on the campus, but with the failure 
of studeat nusicians who are not In the Band, to support it. 
There are many valid reaadns for this non-support, how- 
ever. Some students find it Impossible to sdd the time <bon- 
earned by band practice, appjmranceB, and individual ^ae- 
tlces to their already much<«rowded calendars; others find 
that this time can be spent In dance bands that pay for 
their talents. If the Band la to be put on a scale comparable 
to the fine college bands of the country, some moans must 
be pat at our disposal for entldng th^ poopl* Into the 
Band, and, once getting them, to Insure their continued 
presence.
